and 


sense of proprietorship, sex taboos, 
lack of "self-determination" in matri- 
monial instability are circumstances of 
characters common»to both. In the in- 
efficiency, lack of initiative, naive ani- 
mistic habits of thought and a sense of 
preternatural interference at a time of 
good or evil fortune there is also a 
close resemblance, says tne Independ- 
ent 


Even the members of the family who 


have had a fair amount of schooling 
possess small reasoning powers. They 
show little curiosity or skepticism. If 
they are unable to understand a thing 
In the beginning they show little de- 
sire to comprehend its meaning. Their 
Frame of mind is unreflecting and often 
complacent. They never argue and are 
seldom persuaded that their course of 
action has been wrong. A mother will 
tell you that she has never thought of 
a given subject since her childhood. 
Just as she has forgotten how to write. 


Most of the men read daily or Sun- 


day papers, ihe women have little op- 
portunity 10 read. ,When they do buy 
a paper they discuss the latest mur- 
der, the last automobile accident or the 
fashionable wedding with their neigh- 
bor.

EARTH ALONE INHABITED. 


sible in Solar System 


Only. 


Astronomers can see with a great 


modern telescope at least 100,000.000 
tars in the entire universe. The ques- 
ion arises: "How many other bodies 
ike the earth exist in space? 
Prof. 


T. J. J. See. of the United State* navy, 
claims that the study of the double 
stars tends to support the contention 
f Dr. Alfred Russel Wallace that the 
universe Is not inhabited except tae 
earth alone. 


In 1S96 Dr. See published a work 


on the orbits of all the double stars 
which could be determined at that time 
nd he found the double stars so dif- 
"erent from the solar system that he 
says no other system like that to which 
he earth belongs is known to exist in 
he heavens. The double stars revolve 
n orbits of high eccentricity and the 
wo members of a system are usually 
equal or comparable in mass, while 
the planets of the solar system move 
n circular orbits and have masses 
which are infinitely small compared 
o that of the sun, about which they 
revolve. 


The result is that the solar system 


affords equable conditions of heat and 
ight, such as organic life 
requires, 


while the system of the double stars 
would furnish such great change of 
ight and heat that life could not sur- 
vive on a planet attached to a mem- 
ber of a double such as Sirlus or Pro- 
chon. 


The sun has a mass 746 times great- 


er than all the planets combined,'and 
his makes it an autocrat over the 
planets, whose motions 
it dominates 


absolutely. The double stars are i. 
reality systems of double suns and 
mathematicians claim that a planet 
could not move safely and quietly in 
such a system—that it would sooner or 
ater come into collision with one of 
the stars or be driven from the system 
never to return, in either case destroy- 
ng the chances of organic life. 


The number of dark bodies in the 


heavens is immense and, of course, it 
is possible that some of the.se may af- 
ford conditions suitable for 
organic 


life, but up to this time astronomers 
are unable to point to a single body 
of this kind outside of the solar sys- 
em. 


Of dark planets attending the stars 


Dr. See writes: 
"If such inconsider- 


able companions as our sun possesses 
attend the fixed stars they would nei- 
ther be visible nor could they be dis- 
:overed by any perturbations which 
they might produce. It is, therefore, 
impossible to determine whether the 
stellar system includes such bodies 
as the planets, and we are thus un- 
aware of the existence of any other 
system like our own. 
On the other 


hand, the heavens present to our con- 
sideration an infinite number of double 
systems, each of which is divided into 
comparable masses. These double sys- 
tems stand in direct contrast to the 
planetary systems, where the central 
body has 746 times the~mas3~Cif~Trtt 
other bodies combined." 


AN ENTENTE OF CULTURE. 


German and English Professionals 


Renew Ties Severed by the 


Boer War. 


Forty-one writer.-, artists and schol- 


ars in Germany have memorialized 
their English cone::sues ior a better 
understanding between the two na- 
tions. They regret, ?ays the New York 
Evening Post, extreme anti-British ex- 
pressions made in Germany during the 
Boer war, and they protest against 
false and reckless statements in the 
British press which embitter relations 
and render most difficult the task of 
peace making that lies before the Mor- 
occo conference. These Germans main- 
tain that the two nations have beei 
and are bound together by reciprooa 
ties of culture, religion, art und schol- 
arship, and bespeak a setting aside of 
prejudice and a more cordial recogni- 
tion of the solidarity of- British and 
German civilization. To such an over- 
ture of good will but one answer was 
possible. 
Forty-one British worthies 


promptly welcomed this open letter 
and responded with counter expres- 
sions of friendship and with sincere 
deprecation of "the 
afiVeted belliger 


ency of some ot our journals."

SOXZ OF THE USES TO WHICH 


THEY ABE TUENED. 


What Finally Becomes of the Cover- 


ing of Pucks, Geese and Tur- 


keys—Some Trade 


Secrets. 


One tur!:ey ::i>p;jiK's more different 


grades of feata&rs than a season's re- 
ceipts of turkeys show different grades 
of turkeys, and although five cents a 
pound covers the range of difference in 
value of the toughest old torn turkeys 
and the plumpest 
young hen, 
the 


feathers sell at five cents a pound for 
the body feathers up to 40 cents a 
pound for ibe fine tail feathers. 


Local poultry men, says the Indi- 


anapolis Xews, sort six to eight grades 
of turkey feathers 
and the 
buyers 


make even more 
assortments, 
the 


feathers being used for as many dif- 
ferent purposes. 
The small 
body 


feathers, which are used for pillows 
and feather beds, are worth about five 
cents a pound for 
common 
mixed. 


White feathers are worth more, ac- 
cording to grade, bringing generally 
about three times the price paid for 
mixed featbers. 


The fine tall feathers used for dust- 


ers are kept separate and sell for 
about 40 cents a pound and the "skirt" 
feathers are worth nearly as much. 
The wing and ''point" feathers are also 
carefully saved and sold to manufac- 
turers of featherbone and other sub- 
stitutes for whalebone, and the larger 
ones find their way to milliners, after 
being made over, cleaned and dyed. 
Some of the small feathers* are made 
up into artificial bird breasts and tails 
that adorn 
countless bonnets. They 


may cause the bocnet owners a twinge 
of conscience for wearing such a bea- 
tiful bird when, rn reality, they are 
wearing a bonnet of cleverly arranged 
chicken or turkey feathers. 


Duck featters are worth about 35 


cents a pound for white, to 50 cents 
for mixed. Dealers say the principal 
reason that goose and duck feathers 
are worth more than the finest turkey 
and chicken feathers is that, 
aside 


from being fluffier, there is an absence 
of Oder to them that cannot be over- 
come entirely in chicken and turkey 
feathers. The reason that white chick- 
en and turkey feathers are worth more 
than mixed, however, is that they are 
available for mixing with the better 
grades for pillows. 


Most of the chicken feathers go in 


the five to ten cents a pound class, to 
be used for cheap feather beds and 
pillows, the white feathers being saved 
separate and bringing a good premium 
over the mixed grades. Fine tail and 
wing feathers are saved separate, sell- 
ing as high as 40 cents. 


Feathers shipped from this market 


are packed in bales of 200 pounds or 
in six-foot sacks. The tail and wing 
feathers are usually packed in boxes 
and sometimes tied in neat bundles. 
—Five chickens will give a pound—of- 
feathers, and with Indianapolis firms 
killing two to three thousand chickens 
a day for home consumption and ship- 
ment this market has nearly two tons 
of feathers a week to sell. A week's 
output can be packed in 20 bales. 4x5x3 
feet each, but if the feathers were left 
loose they would fill a house. 


A single carload of feathers shipped 


to Cincinnati the other day contained 
about six tons. They cost the shipper 
more than $1,000. Cincinnati and Chi- 
cago are good buyers of all grades of 
feathers, most of the local shipments 
going to these cities.

that by the terms of the 
Hepburn 


bill the interstate commerce commis-

unto 
itself, from 


which there is no appeal, as the right 
to review the orders of the commis- 
i sion by the courts is denied. How 
then is our section of the country to 
be benefited by 
such a law? 
The 


days of railroad competition will be 
at an end and the people will get a 
taste of what federal ownership of 
our railroads would mean. 


If legislation in this direction must 


be had, let us have a law that will 
improve the conditions 
everywhere 


and not one that 
will throw com- 


merce and shipping to the 
nearest 


commercial centers, to the disadvant- 
age of those places 
more remotely 


situated.

portation business.

of a general character.

will lead, among other things, to an 
understanding whether or not it will 
be proper to shorten a highway by 
straightening it; whether a road that 
now goes around a hill should be car- 
ried over it by grading down the hill, 
or whether making a road longer by 
carrying it around a hill will be com- 
pensated for by the less grade; how 
to keep weeds from growing in the 
highways to seed the adjacent land, 
and many other points which, thus 
being settled, would greatly add to 
the improvement of the roads.

Hastily making his way to the roof, 
the proprietor 
seemingly 
drenched 


the flames with water and shouted to 
one of his employes for more. 


Before the latter arrived, the entire 


roof seemed to burst out in flames. 
Several persons on Water street ran 
to the assistance of Mr. Phinney, the 
fire signal was sounded by 
Josepn 


Marston and the quick hitch was on 
its way to the accomplishment of the 
duties of its last day. 


The buUding, a two story wooden 


frame structure, was an easy prey for 
the flames and in but a few moments 
the upper floor was a. red, seething 
mass 
and flames were bursting 


through the large entrance of the 
laundry. 


Several streams of water were at 


once directed through the windows of 
the second story and onto the roof. 
Ladders were placed at the sides of 
the building and every vantage point 
from which the fire could be fought 
was taken.

\\as totally destroyed, but this los 
falls upon the 
immediate owners.
